AN OVTLINE 

Of the Origin and Settlement of LouismUey in 

Kentucky. 

Whil£: the state of Vif^nia WM engaged, with her confed- 
erate states, in the fearful contest with Great Britain, on 
whose issue depended every thing dear to a free and a geneioufl 
people, she found herself assailed €KQ*lier ncfftbeni'and nortfi* 
western frontiers hy powerful and ferocious tribes of Indiana— 
The heart-rending' ravages 8}»ead by.the^e barbarians of the 
western hemisphere, too familiar to our countSrymen, even at 
the time in wbi9h' we aie writing, were stimulated and sup- 
ported by the British officers stationed at the. military pcMs, 
which extended froin Detroit, on the Lakes, to Kaskaskia, OB 
the Mississippi. Nor wa3 it> doubtless, a, slight aggravatic^ of 
these wrongs, to recollect that thesje acquisitions, a« well M 
the brighter, though not more precious provifM:e!s of Florida 
and Canada^ had been wrested from, the house of BonriMn, 
quite as much by the blood and treasure' of the coloajgts, 
against whom they were now turned, as by the exertions of 
the parent country. 

Under liiis state of things, the. commonwealth of Viigiiiiay 
in the year 1777r— 1778, under the administratis <^ her first 
republican governor, Patrick Henry, determined to institute 
an expedition against the strongholds of her saVage foeS| 
though situated many hundred of miles of intervening wil«« 
demess from the main- seat of her population and resouieea* 
In pursuance of this enlarged policy, lyorthy of the distk)guidi«* 
ed statesmen then, aioid immediately .afterwards^ at the head of 
the state government, and who were destined to' act-so cdnff>ie^ 
nous a part on tlie great theatre of th§ A;nerican confederacy, 
a regiment was raised for the defence of her westorn fronrin^ 
without, however, indicating the direct objects of its opexa^ 
rions. The command of this regiment was given to Geci|p 
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Rogers Clarke^ as colonel, a commander whose subsequent 
achievements most richly merited the high encomium of Chief 
Justice Marshall, that ^Hhese bold and decisive measures 
which, whether formed on a grfeat or a small scale, mark the 
military and enterprising genius of the man who plans and ex- 
ecutes them," and to every future generation, will vindicate 
his title to the appellation of the American Hannibal. Lou<* 
isville^ and indeed Kentucky, may well be proud, that her 
destinies have been interwoven with the labours of citizens 
who have shone so splendidly in the history of our republic, as 
Patrick Henry, Thomas Jefferson and George Rogers Clarke. 
Such men admonish both the city and the state, to more than 
an ordinary vigilance, O'^er a fame won for their enjoyment, 
by such noble and patriotic deeds. 

In the spring of 1778, Colonel Clarke descended the Mo- 
nongahela to the falU of Ohio with his troops, accompanied 
6y a few families, who were intended, it is said, to mask his 
real operations, under a pretended settlement on the Ohio 
river. Here^ on an island in the midst of the rapids of the 
river (or chutes, as they are termed, from the French,) op- 
posite the lower part of the town, the few adventurous families 
who accompanied Clarke, made their first crop of corn, which 
IS believed to have given rise to the name of the present Corn 
Island. Among these bold pioneers of the west, are recollected 
the names of Capt. James Pattbn, the first pilot who conduc- 
ted boats through the rapids,, and ever a most gallant and en- 
terprising soldier against the Indians; Richard Chenowitb^ 
John Tuel, William Faith, and John McManness. Mr. H^ 
Marshall, in his history of Kentucky, represents that there 
yfere thirteen families in the fii^st settlement ; but the above is 
the account we have received from the ejarliest settlers. Con- 
nected as the history of Louisville is, with the general opera- 
tions of Clarke, to omit them, it would be cruelly mutilated 
and stripped of some of the brightest exploits performed by her 
most honored founders. After assisting the settlers to clear 
away the cane, of which the island was full, and to make the 
more necessary preparations for ihew perilous post. Colonel 
Clarke descended the river to effect the principal objects of 
his memorable campaign, viz: the reduction of the British 
posts at Kaskaskia, Cahokia and Vincenhes. 
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While this most enterprising commander of the west is left to 
prosecute his gallant expedition, let us foV a moment regard the 
situation of the no less gallant spirits left behind. They were 
posted on the margin of the most favorite hunting ground of nu« 
merous and hostile tribes of Indians, a great natural park 
abounding in the utmost profusion of game, subsisted by its rich 
vegetation. So formidable was the enemy, in whose mouth this 
handful of daring hunters had thrown themselves, that they 
occupied the whole northwestern side of the Ohio river, now 
embracing the states of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and the territo« 
ry of Michigan. These states, which now afford a population 
of nearly a million and a half of civilized people, were then 
the principal strongholds of the most ferocious and war-like 
Indians on the continent, who had often wasted the fron- 
tiers of Pennsylvania aad Virginia with the tomakawk and 
with fire. Moreover, the enemy were at this time freely aid- 
de by the arts and treasures of Great Britain, from the military 
posts which have been previously mentioned. Thus the pio- 
neers of Louisville were separated by four hundred miles of 
Indian country from the nearest fort of their countrymen at 
Pittsburgh, independent of the weali and scattered stations 
as they were termed,) in the interior of the present state, at 

►onesborough and Jlarrodsburg; and they were fully six hun- 
dred miles from the seat of government of Virginia, with for- 
ests and mountains of Indian wilderness between. Under 
these circumstances, may not their forlorn and perilous situa- 
tion bear some honorable comparison with the gallant daring 
of their fathers, who led the way across the Atlantic and found- 
ed Jamestown in the parent commonweal tb? Does not the 
whole enterprise of the settlement and conquest of these then 
Indian domains, manifest the same energetic spirit which has 
ever characterized the devoted s()nS'Of freedom, whether they 
were the bold pilgrims of New England, or any of the other 
votaries of liberty, whose exploits form the most animating 
pages in the annals of our race. Louisville has been a proud 
germ in the luxuriant growth of the west, and around it, and 
the other daring settlements of Kentucky, has the present 
teeming population of this section of the republic, been crea- 
ted« 
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The younger elates of the west, like the offspring of other 
enterprishig and successful parents, have had their estate carved 
out for them by the best blood and spirit of lientucky. Long 
may she continue to be animated by a similar devotion to the 
good of the republic, and may no future disloyalty to the union, 
cancel the great debt her enterprise and valor have so proudly 
won! 

To return to Col. Clarke : on reaching within about 60 
miles of the mouth of Ohio, and concealing his transports, ^^he 
took up hia line of march on foot, with a rifle in his hand and 
his provisions on his back. After wading such ponds as he 
could not conveniently avoid, and sustaining two days march 
after the provisions were exhausted, he arrived by night before 
the town of Kaskaskias.'^ ^^His approaches had been so silent 
and rapid, that assault gave the first intelligence of his arrival. 
Not a scattering hunter had espied his march ; not a roving 
Indian had seen his trail. The evil genius of the place pre* 
dominated, the watchman was abandoned to sleep. Tor 
neither town nor fort was alarmed, until both were in the 
power of the assailants.^' *^The utmost care was taken, that 
none should escape to spread tlie news : and detachments being 
sent out, the open setUements, and villages, in the vicinity, 
fell into the hands of the invaders in a similar course of unre- 
sisted and easy conquest ;'' and the fort of Kaskaskias became 
the head quarters of Col. Clarke. ^^In the mean time, a de- 
tachment mounted on horses of the country, was pushed for- 
ward to surprise and take the villages higher up the Mississippi ; 
which was done without loss or injury. Thus fell the British 
authority in that quarter; an easy but most important con- 
quest.'' So far does the narration of the original historian of 
Kentucky extend. It is reported that on the very day of the 
capture of Kaskaskias, the governor, Rochelblow or Roche- 
blawe (as Mr. Jefferson has it) was dining with the Spanish 
governor of St. Genevieve, when the conversation turning on 
the operations of the Americans, the Spaniard remarked that, 
possibly Clarke might be in possession of Kaskaskias at tliat 
moment. That very night verified the anticipation, or con- 
jecture of the Spanish officer. How true the anecdote may 
be, we cannot say ; it was reported to our informant by Colonel 
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Chitke himself^ The next object which engaged the enter- 
prising genius of Clarke, was, the possession of the British fort 
on the Wabash, called at that day St. Vincents, but now known 
as Vincennes, in Indiana. There are, in regard to this expedi* 
tion, two accounts, which we have not discovered the means of 
reconciling. One represents that there w^re two distinct sur- 
prises of Vincennes by Clarke, another, that there was but one 
expedition. Mr. Marshall states, that Clarke, while medita- 
ting a blow against Vincennes, and the British officer intending 
the same against Kaskaskias, the former received intelligence 
from a Spanish merchant, that Gov. Hamilton had detached his 
Indian auxiliaries to obstruct the passage of the Ohio and harass 
the frontiers of Virginia, until the ensuing season, when he con- 
templated retaking Kaskaskias ; ^^and next, to cut oflf the inha- 
bitants of the Ohio, up to fort Pitt; after which, he intended to 
desolate the remaining frontiers of Virginia." Col. Clark* 
himself says, in his letter to Gov. Jefferson, of April 19tb, 
1779, announcing his success, that Gov* Hamilton had not 
more than eighty men in garrison, three pieces of cannon, and 
some swivels mounted; and that he intended to attack this 
place, (Kaskaskias) as soon as the winter opened, and made 
no doubt of clearing the western waters by the fall. ^^My situ- 
ation and circumstances induced me to fall on the resolution of 
attacking him before he could collect his Indians again. I 
-was sensible that the resolution was as desperate as my situ- 
ation, but I saw no other probability of securing the country. I 
immediately despatched a small galley which! had fitted up, 
mounting two four pounders and four swivels, »with a company 
of men, with orders to force her way, if possible, and station 
herself a few miles below the enemy, suffer nothing to pass her^ 
and wait for further orders. In the mean time I marched 
across the country with one hundred and thirty men^ being all 
I could raise, after leaving this place garrisoned by the militia.'^ 
*^I marched the 7th of February. Although so small a body, 
it took me sixteen days on the route. The inclemency of the 
season, high waters, &c. seemed to threaten the loss of the ex- 
pedition. When within three leagues of the enemy, in a direct 
line, it took us five days to cross the drowned lands of the 
Wabash river^ having to wade often, upwards of two leagues

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up 10 our breasts in water. Had not the weather been warm^ 
we must have perished. But on the evening of the 23d,. we got 
on dry land in bight of the enemy ; and at 7 o^clock made the 
attack before they knew any thing of us. The town immedi- 
ately surrendered with joy and assisted in the sieger There 
was a continual fire on both sides for eighteen hours. I had 
no expectation of gaining the fort until the arrival of my artil'* 
lery. The moon setting about one o'clock^ I. had an entrench'* 
ment viirown up within rifle shot of their strongest battery, and 
poured such showers of well directed balls into their ports,, that 
we silenced two pieces of cannon in fifteen minutes, without 
getting a man hurt.'' 

On the 24th of February Gen. Hamilton surrendered the 
fbrt with considerable stores. 

So feur, we have drawn the account of Col. Clarke's opera- 
tions from himself, but unfortunately, either from the loss of 
papers, or want of access to the communications of this officer, 
as well as those of others in the western country, with the gov- 
ernment of Virginia, there are no ineans ii^.this part of the 
country of obtaining the same authentic intelligence, respect- 
ing his other movements. Capt. Joseph Saunders, however, 
who was an officer under Lt. Col. J. Montgomery, attached 
to Clarke's regiment, furnishes the following account : 

After uniting under the command of Col. J. Montgomery 
with a Virginia force, with Col. Shelby, the father of the laie 
governor of Kentucky, at the head of a militia force, in the 
destruction of the Chuckamogga and Cherokee towns, on the 
Tennessee river; and thus breaking up an Indian councU which 
was to have met Col. H?tmilton (who was taken at Vincennes) 
at the mouth of the river; Col. Montgomery descended the 
Tennessee and Ohio, and proceeded up the Mississippi id 
large perogues, each formed out of a trunk of a poplar tree, and 
joined Clarke at Kaskaskias, after the capturi3 of Vincennes. 
In the latter part of the snmmer of 1779, Capt. Saunders was 
despatched into Virginia for military supplies. On his way, 
he passed through Vincennes, where he received from Captain 
Leonard Helm, then in command of that fort, a particular ac- 
count of the original capture, by Clarke, subsequent reduction 
^y Col, Hamilton, who came from Detroit in December, and 
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^^possessed himself of that post on the 15th Dec. 1778,'' ac- 
cording to Clarke's, letter, and the recapture as above detailed^ 
Capt. Helm frequently mentioned this oriejinal capture, dig-, 
tinct from the recapture by Clarke in 1779, to our mostre»> 
pected and venerable informant: It is likewise known jftom 
other testimony, that Capt* Helm was a prisoner in Vincennet 
when it was recaptured by Clarke. There is an amusing ao* 
ecdote^ illqstrative of the frank arid fearless spirit of the times, 
that one of Clarke's men requested leave to shoot at the 
chimney of Helm's qxKirters, so soon as they were discovered 
in the fort, to knock down the mortar or clay into his apple 
toddy, which he was sure the Captain, from his well known 
fondness for that fine mixture, would have on his hearth. It 
is added, that when the Captain heard the bullets rattling 
about the chimney^ he jumped up and swore it was Clarke, 
and he would make them all prisoners, tliough the rascals had 
no business to spoil his tpddy. Aflter effecting these most im^ 
portant results, which stretched the boundaries of the repqblic 
to the Mississippi abd the Lakes, Col. Clarke returned to 
Kaskaskia. 

It is tinle to return to our fellow townsmen on Com Island^ 
whom we left apparently in so desperate a condition to otxt 
present conceptions, but who were no doubt animated by the 
h$.rdy gallantry so universally characteristic of the backwoods 
hunters and Indian fighters, as they were termed in those days. 

In the fall of 1778, or spring of '79, the settlers of Louis- 
ville, encouraged^ no doubt, by the brilliant success of Colonel 
Clarke against their numerous and formidable' enenties, and 
pressed by the wants and inconveniences of their narrow situ^ 
ation on the islaind, to which they had to bring all the game 
they killed, and often embarrassed as they must have been by 
the cooditipn of the river, removed to its main bank. Ai the 
termination of 13th street, on the eastern side of the Mrge 
ravine which enters the river at that point, a sllnall fort wae 
built ; and the first permanent foundation of the present city 
of Louisville was laid. 

Here, as well as at all the other stations of Kentucky, thf 
principal reliance for food was upon the game of the forest ; 
and never did any country abound in such profusion of deer, 
buffaloe and bear, with the smaller game, as Kentucky, ia 
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dvMt early times ; the luxuriant cane-bmkes, or thickets, the 
mnk pea vine of the woods, and/ibove all, the salt licks, sup- 
ported innumerable game, in a fatness not surpassed by the 
loaded fields and thick pastures of agricultural prosperity. ln« 
deed, it has been well remarked, that Kentucky, without the 
fame in which she superabounded, could never have been set- 
tled by the whites; the pioneers must have starved, before thiey 
would have been per-mitted by the Indians, to have raised their 
•obsistence by the slow processes of farming. Bread was in- 
deed a i^are article among the first settlers ; and salt was ob^ 
latned at great hazard and difficulty from the licks, so provi- 
dentally scattered through this region. 

It is related that when the first patch of wheat was raised 
about this place^ and after being ground on the rude and labo- 
rious hand mill, it was rifted through a gauze handketchief^ 
belonjging to the mother of the gallant man who gave us the 
information, as the best bolting cloth to be bad. It was then 
shortened, as the housewife phrases it, with racoon fat, and 
the whole station invited to partake of a sumptuous feast 
upon K flour cake. What a contrast does this primitive sim- 
plicity afford to the splendid parties, steamers, and cofiee 
bouses of the present times. And yet enjoyment tnay not be 
greater now in the extended sphere which luxury has taken^ 
ttan in the more contracted pleasures of the hardy and en- 
terpriring times of which we are writing ^ so true istheob- 
0Brvation of Hume, that all luxury is relative, ^nd that a 
porter is no less greedy of money which he spends in bacon 
and brandy, than the courtier who purchases champagne and 
ortolana»^^ Then, a man would seem as much out of charac- 
ter to'beseen abroad without his rifle^ as at. present witbout 
his hat, to use the very language of one who grew up amidst 
these early dtingers and privations. The field of corn could 
only be tilled with the rifle along with the plough ; or wbile one 
party was ploughing, another party was keeping guard against 
surprise T>y the Indians^ Yet amidst all these discourage- 
ments and difficulties, so hardy and thrifty is the germ of agri- 
cultuml sodety : so superior in its develop^ment, to the hunter 
state, that Louisville, and still more Kentucky, continued to 
flourish in spite of their adversities. The Hercules, which, in 
its cradle had strangled tHe serpents, could not, in its maturiQr 
dread more formidable monsters. 
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In May, 1780, the legislature of Virginia, at the petitioO| 
as the act recites, ''of sundry, inhabitants of the county of 
Kentucky^ have, at great expense and hazard, settled them* 
selves on certain lands at the Falls of Ohio, said to be the 
property of John Conolly, and have laid off a considerable part 
thereof into half acre lots for a town, and having settled there* 
On^'' enacted, ^Hhat one thousand acres of land, being the for* 
felted property of the said John Conolly,'' be vested in certain 
trustees, 'Ho be by them, or any four of them, laid off into lots 
of half an acre each, with convenient streets find puLlic loUj^ 
which shall be, and the same is hereby established a tbwn^ by 
the name of Louisvjuule." 

At this time, the county of Kentucky, as it is here called^ 
and which, previfous to October 1776, formed a part of Fin- 
castle county, embraced all the coimtry lying south and west- 
ward of/alixfe beginning ^t the mouth of Great Sandy creek, 
ind running up the same, and the main or north easterly 
branch thereof, to-the great Laurel ridge, or Cumberland mouu* 
tain ; and tsrith that to the lin^ of North Carolina, on the pre- 
ient state of ' Tennessee, The. town is, however, believed to 
to have been laid out in August,. 1773, by captain Thomas 
Bullitt,^ who had been appointed a surveyor under the authority 
of thi6 cdlony of Vitginia. A companion of captain Bullitt at 
the lime, declares that he assisted in the survey at that time ; 
and other surveys, particularly that of Bullitt's Lick in the 
adjoining county of Bullitt, are known to have been made^ 
Captain Bullitt , may well then be >considered^ the iirst roan, 
who, in the midst of the forest, had the sagctcity to perceive 
the capacities^ of this, spot to become a great and flourishing 
town,' This roost enterprising man certainly pitched his camp 
here in 1773; and hia expeditions would be gladly embraced 
in thb sketch, but for the narrow limits within which it must 
be confined. 

At this ^ssion, the county of Jefferson was erected out of 
the county of Kenti^^ky, beginning at the mouth of Benson's 
big creek,, and thence to the waters of Hammond's CJ-eek, 
down the same to the town fork of Salt river, and thence south 
to Green river,^ and down the same to the Ohio. It had the 
honor to divide the whole commonwealth with the countiet of 
Fayette and Lincoln. 
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Tilis year is likewise memorable for the establidiment of 
Fort Jefferson at the Iron Banks on the eastern bank of the 
Mississippi, five qiiles below the mouth of Ohio. Col. Clarke 
effected this measure, notwithstanding the strong (Hssatisfac- 
tioo of th^ settlers here with it, as a wanton division and dis- 
persion of their little force, in conformity, no doubt,.witb ^e 
instructions of Gov. Jefferson, to fortify the claim of the U. 
States to the western boundary of the Mississippi. It is now 
weli known* that neither the court of France, nor that of 
Spaioi was friendly to the extension of 4ie American boun- 
dary to the majestic river of the west. Every artifice or di- 
plomacy was resorted to on both sides of the Atlantic, to de- 
feat this aggrandizement of the United States. A most elabo- 
rate statement of ihe American claims was drawn up by a 
committee of Congress, on the. 17th of October of this year^ 
in which reference is specially made, among other weighty con- 
siderations, to the fact,>that the United States had ^^obtained 
possession of all the important posts and settlements on the 
lUinois and the Wabash, rescued the inhabitants from British 
dominion and (established civil government in its proper form 
over them. They have, moreover, estabKshed a post on a 
•trong and commanding utuation^ near' the mouth of the 
OhioJ^^ It was in the spring of the year this foit was esta- 
blished, and we have seen that the statement bf Coufflress, 
(which is attributed to Mr. Madison^) was drawn up in Octo- 
ber of that year. This concurrence of dates, and the employ- 
ment of Viiginia stiatesmen, all combine iii pls^cing the credit 
of this step of cbn^prehensive policy to the account of Gov. 
Je£Gersoo. 

This military establishment, however, immediately provoked 
die hostilitiest>f the Chickasa ws and Choctaws, on whose hunt* 
ing grounds it was built. In the spring of 1781^ these Indians 
be$iege^ the fort in great force, under command of their chief, 
a Scotch gentleman of the ^ame of Colbert, and ancestor 
to the present Colberts among those tribes. The Indians prin- 
cipally encamped on the islanrl opposite to the fort, now known 
as island No. 1, just above Mayfield's creek. For five dajrs, 
the enemy kept up their attack and reduced the gdrrisoo, noi^

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eKflediog 30 men, under command of Capt. Geoiige, {tvoi 
tiiirds of #hom: were cick with the ague and fever) to the loW* 
est extremity. Pumpkins, with the blossom yet on theu^i^.af* 
forded: ^eir principal food; on the sixth day ^ Colbert and 
Geoige met under a flag of tnice^.to agree upon terms of capitu- 
lation. But when Colbert proposed to let the men escape and 
letain the women, George told ^bim thehr women were as^ fond 
of their husbands as their husbands were of them; and but 
OTte condition 'Siould belong to both.. This manly reply broke 
off the conference ai^d the firing recommented, when, fbrtu- 
nately, Colbert was shot in the calf of the leg, by a brave fel* 
low of ^e name of George Owens, afterwards burnt to death 
by the ^hawnees, when taken prisoner. This fortunate shot, 
and the -'apprehension of .morUfication, induced Colbert to 
draw off his forces, and the garrison dispersed, same to Natchez, 
OtherSrto Illinois, ^d a third party,. including£!aptain John 
Donne, sen. and his family, (the father of the presenj lyiaj. J. 
Donne) returned to Louisville. To the'Iat;ter gentleman^s lively 
recollection, we are indebted for this account, as wdl as several 
other ihatt0r8 relating tp the early settlement of the town. 

:It may be worthy of mentioning, as chamoieristic of tlie 
manners of the times, that during this perilous siege, by so 
large a body,t>f enraged Indians, the women of the ic^t were 
constantly running bnuets and necking them n^ady for the rifle. 
Just too as the Indians made the^ first.attack, a milch cow whose 
calf was tied outside the fo^ gate, came runnic^ up shot full of 
arrows by the enemy, .when a; female, the mother of many gaU 
lant SODS, had the bravery to Tun out in the face of the Indians* 
and drag the calf into the fort. But Kentucky has bad many 
such Spartan matrons, and sons worthy of their modern Lace* 
demonian jpiotliers. 

In 1781, Ae first fort of Louisville was built, but being found 
insufficient, a larger and stronger one wasibuilt in ^8^, by tlie reg- 
ular troops, assisted by the militia from all the settled parts of 
the state. ThisYort was situated between the present Sixth and 
E!ighth streets^ on the northern side of Main street, immediatef* 
ly biii the bank of jriver; and it was called foriNeIson,Ju h.oii'* 
or of the third republican governor of Virginia ; Seventh street 
passed thrdugh the fort gate opposite to the head quaiters of 
Gw. Clarke^ The principal military defence in this pan of 
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tfie countryi deserves a fe^ more particulars. It contained 
about an acre of ground, was surrounded by a ditch eight feet 
deep and ten feet wide, intersected in the middle by a row of 
riiarp' pickets ; this ditch was suriYiouiited by aJbreast work of 
1<^ peus filled with the earth obtained from the ditch, with pick- 
ets ten feet high planted on the top of the breast work. JSext 
to the river pickets were deemed sufficient, aided by the long 
slope.of the bank. Some of the pickets were, this summer dug 
out) in excavating the cellar of Mr. John Love^sstor^s, on Main 
street, just below Sixth street/ There was artillery likewise 
in the fort, particularly a double fortified six pounder, a brass 
piece, which was captured at Vinoennes. This>piece played 
no inconsiderable part in the military operations of this period, 
insignificant as it may now appear in the eyes of a modem 
military critic. This same piece a^ttended Gen.* Clarke ih all 
his subsequeiH movements, qind but for its presence, the Ih<» 
dian fort at Piqua, or Pickaway on a branch of the great 
Miami, which had been strengthened by the British, could not 
have been taketi by small arms alone. It would be gratifying 
to trace ^e history of this memorable piece, which performed 
10 busy a part in the early drama of We^tem history. 

IKi&culties of various character impeded the growth of the 
new town : . 1st, it was on the' margin of the Indian territory; 
Sndly, the river route for emigrants was considei^d more dan- 
gerolis than through the interior by land ; and Sdly, the rich 
alliA^ial plain on which the town wa3 built, covered with the 
most luxuriant herbage, and too level to drain i off Its supera- 
buqdant moisture, collected pqnds, which for many years, ex- 
posed the inhabitants to violent intermittent fevers. Still the 
natural advantages attending thisgt^at demarfcation, between 
the upper and lower navigation of thp western waters, *and 
the eommodious harbor presented by the bend of the river to- 
w^fds the mouth of Beargrass creek, (itself pronounced the 
best harbor on the Ohio river,) insensibly impelled the city on to- 
^'^ards its present extraordinary growth. A^ one of the most 
^P^f^pt causes of this aggrandizement, the attention is ir- 
Orlea ^^wn to the commercial connection with New-^ 

N«w*0 1 ^*^"^^^"S5 of intercourse, rather than trade, with 
"eons, from this part of the country, were the' trips of 
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Messrs^ Tardiveau and John A. Honore, tire tatter gentle- 
man stAl living in Louisville^ from Redstone, the present 
Brownsville, on the.Mohongahela,in the year 1782-3. ' There 
are, indeed, connected with tljis intercourse, twolsnterpriz^s of 
inost wonderful, boldness. The first is that of Col. Richard 
Taylor, decesised, late of Jefferson county ; who, with his 
brother^ tiancpcii Taylor, then '^fy.irginia^ were at Pittsburgh, 
in 1769, and thence descended die Ohio an(| Mississippi rivers, 
to the mouth of the Yazoo river^ thence- through tl;ie country 
of the Southern Indians to Georgia^ q.nd thence^ to Virginia. 
This information was giv^h in a dejposition in a suit at law.-— - 
The other is an expectation of Gibson and Linn, the grandfath- 
er of Dr. Linn, of St. Genevieve, in Midsouri. These gentle- 
men descended the Mississippi in 1776, from Pittsburgh to 
NeNV Orleans, in order to procure military stores for the troops 
stationed at t^e 'former place. So extraordinary an adven- 
ture may well require particular confirmation to the mind of 
the reader : . it can be furnished in the most remarkable man- 
ner. 

John Smith, now of Woodford county, in this state, was, 
in 1776, engaged in reconnoitering the country, in company 
with James Harrod, so eminently distinguished in the Kistory 
of Kentucky difficulties and dangers. On their return, the 
companions separated ; Hanrod, to^ go to North Carolina, and 
Smith to PetersVpreek, on the Monongahela. While travel* 
ling on tlie bank of the Ohio river, the latter discovered Gibson 
and party desceudiiig it, >who hailed him, and prevailed on 
him to embark in this, the boldest of the western adventures. 
The party succeeded in its object ; and obtained a supply of 
156 kegs of gunpowder from' New Orleans, which Smi^ helped 
to carry around the falls to the mouth of Bear Grass, in tlie 
succeeding ^ri'ng, '77 ; each man carrying three kegs^ one at a 
time.^ The powder was delivered at Wheeling first, and 
thence at Fort Pitt. Independent of this particularity of 
circumstance by a respectable *paity in the transaction, it was 
frequently hnd currently mentioned by Col. Linn, in his life- 
time, and is still kiiown as his information, in the family, left 
by this gallant and energetic man. 

These in^ntine attempts soon gave way to the ark or flat 
boat, often knowx^ as the Kentucky boat. 
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The oayigation* of the Obio^ as well as of the Mifsisrippi^ 
was much infested^ at this time, by banditti of white men, as 
well as by Indians. The French gentlemen, previously men- 
tioned, Were both sioppedby the Indiaqs, and the former plun- 
dered of a valuable cargo. Indeed the river was as much de^ 
barred to trade by the Spanish government, as by the Indians* 
In 1783 Gen. Wilkinson succeeded for himself, in forming a 
contract for the' delivery of tobacco to tile government officers 
at New Orleans, by which be was to receive ten dollars per 
hundred weight. 

It. may not be amiss in this place, to introduce an incident 
which, although it happened some years before, will shew the 
insecurity of the couptiy from Indian incursion, and the hardi- 
hood of the times. In^ March, 1784, four boys, William and 
Asad Linn, William^ Wells and Nicholas Brashears, ^ent 
out on a shooting party to Robertas pond, about six miles 
eopth west of this place. They succeeded in killing as much 
game as they wanted, and among other things a cub bear; 
wt^ile William Linn was strapping the bear to his shoulders, 
and the arms of the party were carelessly laid down, they 
were all .seized by a party of Indians, and hurried over the 
river to the Indian towns on White river. There ' they re- 
nisined till late in the fall of the same year, when the two 
Linn and Brashears (Wells having been conveyed to a 
different town) formed the determination to try and effect 
theirescape while out at a, hunting camp. During the night 
they rose, jtnd stunning the old Indian and squaw with whom 
they were living, by some smart blows with their squaw axes, 
( as the small axes are called usually handled by the squaws,) 
they took, their course to Louisville.* Whfn day fairly broKe, 
they concealed themselves in a -faoUow log where they were 
pfissed and repassed by the Indians, who were out shooting 
turkeys all round them. At night the boys resumed their 
journey piloting themselves by the stars; in the course of the 
next day they killed a yearling deer, out of whose skin they 
made moccasins to save their feet from the green briars which 
covered their route; this, with a . cub bear, was all the 
provision they had, between the Indian camp and Louisville. 
Yet young as these boyish hunters were, they struck their 
tourse so directly as to come to the bank at Jefferson ville. 
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Here they hallowed for assistance, but the people on this side 
suspecting them to be Indians or not hearing tliem, did not go 
over to their relief. In this emergency in hourly expectation 
of being overtaken by tb3 Indians and doomed to a severer 
captivity than they had before experienced, if riot to death, for 
their desertion ; they instantly set about making a raft out of the 
drift logs on tlie shore, which they bound together with grape 
vines and launched themselves upon it, on the bosom of the 
rapids; two of the boys who could not swim, with their clothing, 
being placed on the raft and the third one, Brashears, swjm* 
ming with one hand pushed the raft with the other. In this 
condition before they completed their passage, the drift logs 
be^an to soak so much water, that th.. raft was upoii the 
point of sinking, when some people trom this shore went to 
assist them, and restored the young heroes to their lamenting 
friends. 

Changed as society now is, who of the present generation, 
left to the difficulties of these i»03(^, could extricate themselves 
so adnutly? To be sure, the state of society does not now 
call so imperatively for this exercise of hardihood and wood- 
craft; but still they were precious and indispensable qualities 
in the early settlement of the country. William Linn after-? 
wards saw the old Indian with whom he lived, at Shippingport, 
and gave, him a horse^ to reconcile the savage no the loss of 
his prisoners and to compensate him for the injuries they had 
inflicted on him, and his family. 

Equally illustrative of the manners and character of the 
times with this romantic incident, are some other anecdotes 
which we have received, and which cannot be more jappropri- 
ately introduced than in this place. 

In a legal investigation into the limits of a tract of fend 
belonging to Joseph A. Brooks of Bullitt Co. it became neces* 
sary to identify a certain spring, known as Stewart's spring by 
the Upper country pebple, and as Phillips' in this neighborhood. 
The testimony of Squire Boone, a brother of our great western 
NimrocJ, was resorted to about 1811; he was unwilling to 
declare his positive knowledge of the matter, particularly as 
such free reflections had been expressed about the testimony of 
the eairly explorers, who it was cruelly and most unjustly said, 
could prore any thing. How unjustly this aspersion would 
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haTebeen applied in this.case, let the sequel prove. Boone 
declared that, if he was not mistaken in this spring, which be 
asserted was known asStewart^s, there would be found about a 
certain distance and course from a weU known buffaloe road, a 
beech tree, with the date 1779 and the name W. Moore with 
another remarkable word, cut in its bark. About 320 yards 
out of the distance and 15 degrees out of the course, Boone, in 
the (Aresence of a surveyor found the identical figures and 
words; and an exact copy of this strauge inscription was 
placed upon the record by our venerable informant, which, was 
•ent to the court of Appeals. The suit was Brookes vs. 
Hawkins and others in Bullitt circuit court. The curious 
circumstances which led to this wonderful process of identifica- 
tion were, as follows : 

In the spring of 1779, Boone, in company with William 
Moore and Jacob Lewis, went from the falls to shoot buffaloe 
at BuUitt^s Lick. After killing two buffaloes,, and having 
packed their meat on the horses, the party was returning along 
tiie trace, when night overtook them at Stewart^s spring. The 
young men proposed to Boone to encamp at this desirable 
place for the night; but the sagacious old hunter objected, as 
they would be more likely to be surprised by the Indians fol- 
lowing their trail. The party their- at his advice tvmed off 
tlie road some 300 yard^, about west of the ^uffaloe trace, and 
kindling a fife, hobbled their horses and encamped for the night. 
Moore had, in fixing the buffaloes on the horses, made himself 
for convenience, stirrups out of the buffaloe hide, suspending 
them by the mouth of the buffaloe from the front top of the 
pack saddle, and to prevent their shrivelling too small for the 
foot, had by direction of Boone pinned them in shape tight to 
a beach tree with wooden pins. Lewis, while Moore and 
Boone were lookmg after the horses, then cut the figures and 
the name of Moore, with another word, in the opening as 
above described, all of which was plainly legible. The spring 
was established and is now known as Brooke^s spring^ in Bul- 
litt county. 

Nor is this the only remarkable identification of spots in 
the woods, among the old hunters. Jacob Sodowsky, a re- 
ro^ctable farmer of Jessaniine county, was the first man wha 
uewed a method of identifying the chops which were made

OH the line and corner trees of old surveys^^by cutting out 
the block containing the axe marks, and counting the circles, 
or annulations (as they are provincially termed,) allowing, ac- 
cording to the observation of naturalists, one circle for one 
year's growth. The circumstances which led to this discovery 
are briefly these. A knot of valuable surveys <]epended oh 
one cohfier ; Sodowsky, who had marked the survey, was called 
upon in court to identify the corner. The old hunter, with the 
scrupulosity characteristic of the eimple, unadorned, but nialily 
times, said, he thought it was the corner he had marked in 
1774, but would not swear positively that it was so« The trial 
was lost, by division of the jury, to the party relying upon the 
testimony of Sodowsky. A second trial was had, with like 
result. A third trial was instituted, previous to which Sodow 
sky, thinking there ipust be some natural proof of the fart, 
privately took his axe into the woods and cutout a block above 
and below the chops of the axe on the corner tree. He took 
it home and shaped it nicely, greasing it and exposinjg it to the 
sun, when the different annual circles openf d so plainly, as to 
be counted with the utmost certainty. When summoned to 
court, he put the block into his saddlebags, and upon being ex* 
amined as a witness, now swore that he knew the corner tree 
positively. Upon being questioned how he knew it more , cer- 
tainly noW) than upon the former trials, he produced hb block 
in open cdurt, and the count of the circles upon it agreeing 
exactly with the date of 1774, according to. his recollection^ 
the jury gave a verdict in favor of the corner as contended for, 
but unsuccessfully, in the two former trials. •^ Since tl^tre* 
markable trial, the practice of blocking out the chops on the 
corner and line trees of surveys, has been universally adopted^ 
when necessary, in our courts of law, a^ unerring evidence of 
date. 

Not less remarkable was the retentive memory of this san^e 
Sodowsky, on another occasion. A line tree of great impoiw 
tance was in dispute; Jacob had helped to mark the line, and 
swore to a particular white hickory tree, without a chop upon it. 
This tree is well known to bark over its wounds very quicWy, 
only darkening the external color. The way he identified it 
was this: the surveying party had stopped to take a bite as 
woodsmen and travellers call it, near a spring, when they wera 
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an alanped by a bear crashing thrqugh the cane. The hunters 
supposed that Indians following their trail had started the bear, 
and immediately each took. to a tree. Sodou'sky took^to this 
white hickory, near a spring which furnishes a bmnch to Hem 
creek, itself a branch of Pond creek, in this county. Now, 
what circumstances could so naturally account fox his distinct 
local associations, as a concurrence of such stirring and rivet- 
ing events? 

One more anecdote, furnishing the same illustrations, n^ay 
be worth recording. A certain spot was in dispute ; tlie Wit- 
ness called upon to identify it declaired that if he was * right in 
his belief, they would find a parcel of bullets in a particular 
tree, which he described* The tree was cut, and the bullets 
were found deep in thepld wood. The witri'ass accounted for 
the bullets in the following manner :— He had bent , the barrel 
of his gun, a misfortune beyond' estimate at such a time, in 
this Indian wilderness. He had taken measui^es to straighten 
the barrel, and fired repeatedly at this tree, to. ascertalin if he 
had effected the puipose intended. Some alarm prevented hinr 
from cutting out the bullets, as he purposed, precious as lead 
then was, and' hence they v?ere left bcfhind.^ The witness was 
not, however, satisfied with this emphatically striking proof, 
but declared there must be a spring near the spot, and marksof 
an old camping fire. . Examination was accordingly made, 
and in a sink bole, covered with' rubbish and oveigrown ^ith 
bushes, unknown to the neighborhood, a spring was: found; 
and upon farthei^ ^^iggi^g ^^ coals and bf atids of an ancient 
fire were also discovered. 

In this way not only are the lively observation and tfie keen 
shrewdness of .the old hunters put beyond dii^pute; but what 
is of much higher mo^al importance^ .then: love of the exact 
truth was demonstrated. Cooper^s Nak Leathefstocking is a 
faithful portrait of backwoods shrewdness, simplicity and un^ 
bending love of truth. Thete might b^ a rougHne^. of exte* 
riQr,and too exact a retaliation for the s&vage warfare of their 
subdeand ferocious enemies ; .but to lie, to cheat, to desert a 
fellow hunter in distress, were vices unknown to the great body 
of th|s brave and simple men who conquered Kentucky. 

From these indications of manners, let us turn to the pro* 
tgnuot the town. Oh ^is jrubject nothing particularly iate- 
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resting is known beyond the hair-breadth escapes^. and daring 
expeditions of Indian warfare, until we come to the establish* 
mentof steamboat navigation. This has indeed been a most 
extraordinary era in western prosperity, and most pairticularly 
in that of Louisville. It has beeil an ei>chanter's rod waved 
bver our progress; oriental magic has not exceeded the rapid 
creations produced by the success, engendered by this more 
tbai^ mortal counteraction of the long, rapid and impetuous 
streams of the west, ever running in the same direction. Thi9 
incomparable adaptation of a well knOWn poWer to the purpo- 
ses of navigation, belongs, with unquestionable honor, to our 
fellow countryman, Robert FqJtton. It was in December, 
1812, that this emin€lnt mechanical philosopher built thp 
steaiiiboat Orleans, of 406 tons,* at Pittsburgh, the first that 
descended the Ohio and Mississippi. The Enterprise, built at 
Brownsville, and commanded by captain H. M. Shreye, was 
the first steamboat ,tha( arrived at Shippingport, just below 
Louisville, from Kew Orleans, on a voyage of twenty-five days 
out. Can we omit to contrast this eattraordiridry abridgement 
of the keel and barge trips of 90 and 120 days, with the pre»* 
lent steamboat vdytiges of t;enf eight, and even seven days^ in 
which the, voyage is 'now pei^ormed, with all the luxury of a 
hotel, and that on the whig? 

An exception to the prosperity of th^ town presented itself 
in 1822, when a malignant disjBase,' which proved epidemic 
through the healthiest p^tspf the western country, afflicted 
Louisville more perceptibly than other placed, owing to the 
density of its population. The public are indefbted to a medi-* 
cal gentleman of distinguished ability in this city, (Dr.* Har^ 
rison,) fbr a minute and cotaiprehcjisrve account of this epide** 
mic, in the Philadelphia Medical Journal,; Vol. 8. ^ Wc choose 
to refer to this scientific account, rather than attempt a popu- 
lar account of it,* whicK. would be less instructive and might 
misrepresent it. 

The commerce and improvements of Louisville continued 
to increase with accelerated course. A tterition began toi be 
mpr? aictively directed to* obviating the obstructions' in the bed 
6f the rivier, opposite to the town, usually denominated the 
iiaiUs. This term i/s apt to convey an erroneous idea of the ao 
Iwf riatur^'of the obstruction ; as if it was produced by an ac*

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tual descent of the bed <^ the river. The t^ith howevei i% 
that this extraordinary obstacle is produced by a high ledge of 
liinestone running obliquely across the bed of the river, with 
channels or chtites through the mound, produced or modified 
by the force of the water. The heighth of the water above 
the foils is the same as that below, beiug 25 feet 86-100. 

In 1804 die legidature of Kentucky incorporated a company 
to cut a canal around the falls. Nothing effectual however, 
beyond surveys. Was done, until 1825, when on the 12th Jan. 
of^at year, the Louisville and Portland Canal Company was 
incorporated by an act of .the le^slatute, with a capital of 
jK6OQ,0DO, in shares of $100 each, with perpetual succession. 
3665 of the shares of the Company are in the hands of indivi- 
duals, about seventy in number, rfssiding in the following itates : 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, ,New York, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Ohio, Kentucky, and Missouri, and 2335 shares 
belong to the government of the United States; 

In December 1825, contracts were entered into to compl^tQ 
Ae work of Ais Canal within tvvo years, for about $375,000, 
and under these contracts the work was commenced in March 
183jS. Many unforeseen difficulties retarded the work until the 
close of the y«ar 1828. At this time the contractor^ failed, 
new contraibts were made at advanced prices^ and the Canal 
was finally opened for naviglition December 5th, 1830. When 
completed it cost about $750,000. Owing to die advanced sea- 
son at which it was opened, the deposites of alluvial earth at the 
lower extremity of theX!ana], or debouchure, could not be re^ 
moved; and also from ihe action of the floods^ during the suc- 
ceeding severe winter, on the stones that h^d been temporary 
deposited on the sides of the Canal, causing ibeni to be precipi- 
tated into the Canal, it was not used to the extent that it oth- 
enirise would have been. During the year 1831, 406 steam 
boats, 46 keel boats, and 357 flat boats, measuring 76,323 tons, 
passed through the locks, u^ich are about one-fourth the num- 
ber that would have passed, if all the obstructions had been 
removed. 

^^The Louisville and Portend Canal is about two miles in 
length; is intended for steam boats of the largest class, and to 
overcome a fall of 24 feet, occasioned by an irregular ledge of 
lime mckj through which the entire bed of the Canal isexcav%* 
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ted^ a part of it, to the depth of 12 feet, overlaid with earth. 
There is one guard and three lift locks combined, all of which 
have their foundation on the rock. One bridge of stoae, 240 
feet lohg, with ^n elevation of 68 ft. to top of the parapet wall, 
'and three arches, the centre one of which is semi-elljptical, 
with a transverse diameter of 66, and a semi-conjugate diame^ 
ter of 22 f!&et. The two side arches are segments of 40 feet 
span. The guard lock is 190 feet long in the clear, with semi* 
circular heads of 26 feet in diameter, 50 feet wide, and 43 
feet high, and contains 21,775 perches of mason work. The 
solid contents of this lock are equal to 15 common locks, such as 
are built on the Ohio and New York Canals. The lift locks 
are of the same width with the guard lock, 20 feet high, and 
183 feet long in the clear, and contain 12,300 perclfbs of mason 
work. The ejatire length of the walls from- the head of the 
guard lock to the end of the outlet lock, it 921 feet. In addi- 
tion to the^amount of mason work above, there are three cul« 
veft^todraip off the water from the adjacent lands, the mason 
work of which, when added to the locks and bridge, gives the 
^whole aniquBt of ma^h work 4r,98d perches, equal to about 
dOcomnon Canal locks. The cross section of the Canal is 
5X)0 feet at top of banks, 50 feet at bottom^ alid 42 feet high, 
baviag a capacity equal to that of 25 common Canals; and if 
we keep in view the unequal quantity of mason work compared 
to the length of the Canal, the great difficulties of excavitting 
eur^ and rock from so great a depth and width, together ymth 
the contingencies attending its construction from the ilucttia'» 
tions of the Ohio River, it uiay not be considered as extrava- 
gant in drawing the comparison between the work in this, and 
in that of 70 or 75 miles of common canalling.^' 

In the up^er sections of the Canal, the alluvial earth to the 
average depth of twenty feet being reiAoved, trunks of trees 
were found more or less decayed, and so embedded as to indi- 
cate, a powerful current towards the present shoi^e, some 6f 
which were cedar, which is not now found in this region. Sev- 
eral ^re-joto'e^ of a rude constructioif, with partially burnt 
wood, were discovered near the rock, as well as the bones 6f a 
variety of small animals, and several hum^an skeletons ;• rude 
implements forined of bone and stone were also frequently 
seen ; as also several well wrought specimens of hematite of 
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mm, in the shape of plummets or ankers, displaying a knowl* 
edge in the arts far in advance of the present race of Indians. 

The first stratum of rock was alight fpable slate, in close 
contact with the lime stone, and difficult to disengage from it; 
this slate did not however extend over the whole surface of tbi$ 
rock, and was of various thicknesses front three inches to four 
feet« 

The stratum next to the date . was a close compact lime 
stone, in which' petrified sea shells aud an infinite variety of 
corsilline formations were embedded, and frequent ciavities of 
orystalline encrustations were seen, many of which still con* 
t|ined petroleum of, a highly fetid smell, which gives the 
name to tjbis description of lime stone. This description of 
lock is on an average of five feet, covering a substratum of a 
species 'of cias limestone of a blueish color embedding 
taodiilesof horn ^ton'e, and oiganic remains^ The fracture 
of this stone has in all instances been found to be irregularly 
corichoidal, and on exposure to the atmosphere and subjection 
to fire, it crumbles to pieces. When burnt andground, and 
mixed with a due proportion of silidous sand^ it has been 
found to make a most superior kind of hydraulic cement or 
water lime. 

The discovery of ^s valuable lime stone, lias enabled the. 
canal cDmpany to ppnstruct their masonry more solidly than 
any other kiiown in th|3 United States. 

A manufactory of this hydraulic cement or water lime is 
apw established on the bank of the canal, on a scale capable 
of supply^ the United States with this much valued ma- 
terial for all works in contact with. water or exposed to moist- 
ure; the nature of this cement being to harden in the water, 
the grout used on the locks of the ^anal is already harder 
than the ^fon^^us^d in thefr construction. 

After passing through the stratum which was commonly 
called the water lime, about ten feet in tliickness, the work- 
men came to a mqre compact mass of primitive grey lime stene, 
which however was not penetrated to any great depth.. In 
many parts of the excavation, ma^ssesofa blueish white flint, 
and horn stone were found enlclosed in, or incrusting the fetid 
limestone.' And from the large quantities of arrow heads 
and other rude formations of this flint stone^^it is evident that 
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it was made much use of by the Indians in forming their 
weaplons for war and bunting; in one place a magazine of 
arrow heads was discovered containing many hundieds of these 
arude implements; carefully packed together and buried below 
the surface of the ground. 

The existence of iron ore in considerable quantities was 
exhibited in the progress of the excavation of the canal, by 
numerous highly charged chalybeate springs, that gushed out 
aild continued to flow during the time that the rock was ex« 
posed, chiefly in the upper strata of lime sione^ 

A curious circumstance relating to acoustics occuned in the 
progress of the canal ; after the circular head walls, with their 
recesses, were erected, and previous to the gates being put up, 
an echo, as complete in the reverberation and distinct reitera^ 
tion of sound as could well be imagined, was found to exist in 
the guard lock, but after putting up the wooden gates and 
letting in the water, it was totally discoqtinu^dl ; during its ex* 
istence, it was visited and experimented upon by hundreds of 
the curious, who thought that some invisible agency was 
exercised for their amusement, without taking the trouble to 
examine one of the most simple results in natural philosophy; 
but the nine days wonder has passed away, and the meams of 
prpduoing an echo, are not deemed worthy of a thought in our 
money getting age. 

Next in importance to this great work of commercial im- 
provement, is the incorporation of the town into a city on the 
13th Feb. 1828 with extended powers of government. 

This was the first step towards oiganizinga suitable system 
of police and city government. Previous to this ^vent, the 
municipal government, which was vested in a body of trustees, 
was very much trammeled and embarrassed in various matters 
affecting tlie growing interests of a place rapidly rising into 
commercial importance. The criminal jurisdiction was j5xer- 
cised by the state Magistrates, not at all amenable to the 
.authorities of the town. . The charter of 1828 established 
the city and its government as follows. 

The limits of the city are defined by the act of in- 
corporation, ^^ beginning at the stone bridge over Bear Grass 
creek near Geiger^s mill thence on a straight line to the upper 
comer of Jacob Geiger's land on the Ohio river and thence by

a ttreightline down the Ohio, so as to include Gom islan<f and 
die quarry adjacent thereto and thence to the uppet boundary 
(rfShippiagport to the back line thereof and the same coursa 
coniinued until it intersects the back line of the town of 
Lou.Kvilie, a ban extended westwardly far enough to meet the 
said line extending out from the river with the upper boundary 
of Shippingport, thence from the said intersectiou to the 
•outh or back line of the present town of Louisville, and with 
the said back line to the, south fork of Bear Grass cre^k, 
thence down the middle .thereof to the beginning.^' 

Ttie usual powers of a municipal body are vested in aboard 
of ten CouQcilmen annually elected, two in ea<sh of the five 
wards, into which the city has been divided; with; a Mayor 
elected for^t^^e same time and by the same voters ; he is ex« 
officio the chaiiman of the council and first police magistrate 
of the city, with certain judicial powers particularly defined by 
the charter. Tfie judicious administration of this charter, and 
the sound ^uity distinguishing the Mayor's court, hiave given 
general and decided satisfaction. Five years' continuance of 
the Mayor and general body of the council by annual expres- 
sions of the public sentiment, are ample critesions of this truth. 
The general prosperity of the city afifords no sli^t confirmation 
of correctness in the city government, so far as concerns the 
main and general tendency of its measures. There has been 
one steady march of iraproviement, comfort, security, and con- 
veiiience under the charter gdveminent. If any suggestions 
may be hazarded, they would point out the erection df water- 
works, establishment of ward schools, the lighting of the dty, 
and a better police over the pavements and cleansing of the 
streets, as worthy of additional regard. 

These interesting objects will no doubt continue to engage 
the attention of the city guardians, with the developement of 
their resources until nothing is left for well grounded complaint 
on these important topics.

TAXATION. 

The objects of taxation are, 1st. white males over 21 years, 
and black males and females over 16, who pay a capitation or 
poll tax not exceeding $ 1,50 ; this is a tax on slaves, in addi- 
tion to their advalorem taxation in thegeneral levy. 2d Stores of 
which there are three classes, paying $40, $30, or $20 per an- 
num, according to their class. 3d. Taverns each paying $21 
per annum to the city ; grocers, victuallers, confectioners, and 
retailers of liquors paying from $25 to $15 per annum. 
When aifidavitis made that the stock in trade on the 10th of 
March ( the commencement of the fiscal year ) is less than 
$2000, the taxis reduced to $10 per annum. 4. Steam, 
keel and flat boats stopping at the city wharf, and land- 
ing or unloading thereat; on the 1st. description of these, is 
levied a tax as follows; 50 tons burthen pay $3; over 50 and 
under 100 tons, pay $4 ; over 100 and under 150 tons, pay 
";5 ; ove» 150 and under 200 tons, pay $8 ; over 200 and under 
too tons, pay $10; 300 and upwards, pay $12 for every 
three days and pro rata over that time. Keel and flat boats 
pay $2, and wood boats Scents per cord of content. Each 
1000 feet of plank or lumber pays 8 cents. 5th object is hackney 
coaches, or backs, as they are provincially tenned, wagons 
and drays for hire, each of which pay $4 per annum ; but carts 
pay $2 per annum^ all giving security to the city. 

There are some miscellaneous facts which do not require any 
specific arrangement which may as well be enumerated liere. 
The earliest building with a shingle roof we have been abie 
to learn of, was one built by John Campbell, in the first fort,, 
situated at the termination of twelfth street on the second 
bank of the river; the first brick house was built by Freder- 
ick Augustus Kaye^ ancestor to our worthy and respected 
citizensofthat name, in 1789. It yet stands on the south 
side of Market street between Fifth and Sixth, occupied 
by ,Mr. William Kaye. The second brick house was built 
by a Mr. Eastin, on the north side of Main street just below 
the corner of Fifth street ; the third by Reed, at the sduth« 
western intersection of Main and Sixth streets. The price of 
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Aa(faerr IdCi then taxied ftdm 10 to 60 doUaie, dafly labour 
was at 50 dents and board, wood 50 cents per load. 

In 1788) there were but 30 persons in Louis'ville; in 1800 
the population was GOO; in I8IO9 1357: in 1820, 4,012; in 
1830, 10.336. At the presetfi^ time, judicious estimates 
make our population from 14 to 15,000. 

PORT REGULATIONS. 
To oil uhjovifi it maff amcem: 
The acts of C!ongre8S, for enrolling and licensing ships ofves* 
isit employed in the coasting trade or fisheries, and for regula- 
ting the same, requires ttiat every vessel of twenty tons and vp^ 
wardi (not registered,) shall be enrolled and licensed ; and if 
less than twenty tons, and not lete than five tons, shall be li« 
censed ; under the penalty of paying the same fees and tonnago 
duty, at every pcnrt of the United States at which she may ar* 
live, as ships and vessels Tiot belonging to citizens of the United 
States— And if she have on board any fpreigft growth, or man* 
tt&eture, or distilled spirits, other than sea stores, the ^ip or 
vessel, together with her tackle and furniture, and the lading 
found on board, iliall be forfeited. And further, that she shall 
have her name and the port to which she belongs, painted on 
her stem, in manner as provided for registered vessels, vnder 
ike penmty of twenty dollars. A license and enrolment are 
good for one year, unless there is a change in the ov^rners, or in 
tiie form or tonnage of the boat : in the event of either, a new 
Ucense and enrolment are positively necessary. 

Twenty cents per month are to be deducted from the wages 
of each of the hands, employed on board each boat, (slaves 
and apprentices only excepted,) and accounted for to the Col- 
lector, for Ho^ital money ; and if not collected, the captain 
and owners are still liable for. the amount. 

Eveigr change of master must be riegularly reported to, and 
tndorsed by, the Collector, on the papers of tbq vessel, other- 
Wise she will be subject to the same fees and tonnage duty as 
ft registered vessel ; dnd the new linaster subject to forfeit and 

pay ten dollars. 

This plfltce hi^ving been made a port of entry, at the last ses- 
rion of Congress, renders it absolutely necessary for the impor- 
ter of any. goods, wares, or merchandize, from any foreign 
•WBtry^ to call on the surveyor, for the purpose of giving bond 
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and paying the duties here. The law lays heavy penalties 
upon every person or persons, who do not comply with its re- 
quisitions ; or for resisting, hindering, or obstructing, any Cus* 
torn House officer in the execution of any of his duties, or au* 
thorities vested in him. The undersigned hopes, by enforcing 
the laws and strictly complying with his duties, to have the 
good will of all well disposed person^.

A difference of opinion, or misunderstanding by some per- 
sons, appearing to exist, respecting the proper Port to take out 
permanent or temporary enrolments and licenses for Steam 
jBoats, the undersigned addressed a letter to the Hon» G. A# 
Wickliffe, requesting his attention to the same, with the fol- 
lowing and other queries, touching the duties to be performed at 
this office, viz. : 

^^ Are Keel or Flat bottom boats compelled to take out e»- 
rolrnents and licenses T 

^<^Are Steam Boats compelled to take out enrolments as 
well as licenses? 

"Whether a permanent enrolment cannot be granted at 
Louisville, provided the owners of the vessel reside nearest 
to that port; and is not the same, sufficient at New Orleans? 

*'Can ^permanent enrolment be granted at a Port where 
the owners of the vessel do not reside?" 

The foregoing questions were submitted to the proper depart- 
ment, and the following answers or decisions have been trans* 
mitted to this office : 

"Accordina: to 1st and 6th Sections' of the Act of 18th 
February, .1793, all vessels^ of twenty tons and upwards, are 
required to be enrolled and licensed; but for those under 
twenty tons, licenses only are required. 

"By the Act of 12th March, 1812, Steam Boats are, with 
certain exceptions, subjected to the same regulations with 
other vessels, in obtaining enrolments and licenses. 

^^EwolrnirUs issued to Steam Boats, and other veseeli,

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tn Ihe distriets to tohieh they belong^ will be in force so long 
as no change of ownership, or in the form or burthen of the 
vessels, shall take place ; but a license is in force only for 
one year, and may be previously vacated, from any o^ the 
causes in the 5th Section of the Act of 18th Feb., 1793. 

^^Permanent enrolments earmot be issued by officers of 
the Cnstomsfor vessels^ whose owners do not reside in iJieir 
districts respectively*'^'^ 

In a letter addressed by the undersigned, to Martin Gordon 
Esq. Collector of the Port at New Orleans, the following reply 
was received, in a letter dated February 34, 1832: 

**The law I think is sufficiently plain, and requires that ev* 
ety vessel^ either built at, or arriving at your port without pa- 
pers, should be furnished with papei-s of some kind before their 
departure, and the owners should be compelled, under the penr 
alty of the law^ to enrol and license them. Should they de- 
part however, without £0 doing, and arrive at this port, infor-* 
mation of the fact being transmitted to me, I will feel myself 
under the necessity of exacting a penalty, and treating any 
vessel so arriving as a foreign vessel. With reference to the 
Steam boats New York, M ooticello, and others, mentioned in 
your letter, I will beg leave to remark, that 1 recommended 
tfiem to take new papers at this office. .At that time I was 
hot acquamted with the duties which the law, in this particular^ 
tequired you to perform.^'

the owners and masters of steam boats, at this Fort, and the 
Revenue Laws not having been complied with, respecting 
those changes, he presumes it is not improper for him to give 
extracts of the law, in order that all persons interested may 
judge and act accordingly, viz. : 

EXTRACTS. 

*^Sec* ^^ •^^ ^^ it further enacted^ That no license, gran- 
ted to a^y ^'^^P ^' vessel, shall be considered in force any long- 
er than ^^^ ^^P ^' vessel is otvned^ and of the description set 
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forth in such license, or for carrying on any other business or 
employment, than for which she is specially licensed ; and if 
any ship or vessel be found with a forged or altered license, or 
making use of a license granted for any other ship or vessel, 
such ship or vessel, with her tackle, apparel, and the cargo 
found on board her, shall be forfeited.^^ 

*'Sec, 12, .And be it further enacted^ Th^t when the master 
of any licensed ship or vessel, (ferry boats excepted,) shall be 
changed, the new master, or, in case of hid absence, the owner 
or one of the owners thereof, shall report such change to the 
collector residing at the port where the same may happen, if 
tliere be one ; otherwise, to the collector residing at any port 
where such ship of vessel may next arrive, who, upon the oath 
or affirmation of such new master, or in case of his absence, of 
the owner, or one of the owners, that he is a citizen of the Uni* 
ted States, and that such ship or vessel shall not, while such li* 
cense continuesin force, be employed in any manner whereby 
the revenue of the United. States may be defrauded^ shall en* 
dorse such change on the license, with the name of the new 
master ; and when any change shall happen, as aforesaid, a,nd 
such change shall not be reported, and the endorsement made of 
such change, as is herein required, such ship or vessel', found 
carrying on the coasting trade or fisheries, shall be subject to 
pay the same fees and tonnage, as a vessel of the U. States^ 
having a register ; and the said new master shall forfeit and pay 
file sum of ten dollars. — [See Vol. II. Laws U. S. pp. 173-7.

Sir — According to decisions of Messrs. Secretaries Wolcott 
and Gallatin, the Act of 16th July, 1798, requiring a Marine 
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Hospital Tax, at the rate of twenty cents pcf month, to be re- 
tained out of the wages of the seamen on board registered ves- 
sels of the United States, and vessels licensed for the coasting 
trade, was not to be considered applicable to the district of 
Champlatn, and of course, not to the other Northern and North 
Western districts of the United States. 

The present Secretary of the Treasury entertaining a differ- 
ent opinion of that law, you are requested, upon the receipt of 
this communication, td commence collecting tlie tax in your 
district. 

To assist you in carrying this instruction into effect, the form 
of the account to be rendered to you by the masters of the ves- 
sels alluded to,, is subjoined hereto, togeUier with the forms of 
the book to be kept, and of the abstract to be rendered by you, 
quarter-yearly, to the Treasury, of the tax collected. 

From the form of this abstract, you will perceive tliat, from 
the amount of the whole tax collected in a quarter, you are to 
deduct a commission, at the same rate with the commission you 
are allowed by law on other moneys collected by you, and the 
balance is to be credited in your general account of the cus- 
toms, in the following manner: ^^By nett amount of Marine 
Hospital Money collected this quarter, as per abstract G.'^ 

I deem it proper to avail myself of the occasion, to commu- 
nicate the following decisions which have been made by this 
department, upon the subject of tliis tax, viz. : 

1. That according to the 5th Section of tlie Coasting Act of 
18th Feb. 1793, a license expires, in a legal sense, by a trans- 
fer of property, or by an alteration in the form or burthen of a 
vessel, as effectually as if the term for which it was granted had 
actually elapsed. When, therefore, a new enrolment or li- 
cense in ^ch case, is to be obtained, the Collector, before grant- 
ing it, is to require payment of the Hospital Tax. 

3. That the tax is to be collected when, instead of a new 
license, a register is required; in short, whenever a license is 
surrendered; otherwise great embarrassment^ at least in the 
collection, and some times a total loss of the tax would be the 
consequence. 

3. That mariners on board coasting vessels, trading only be- 
tween districts of the same or an adjoining state, are liable to 
the tax, because the provisions of the Act are general, and ap- 
plicable to all vessels employed in the coastmg trade, without 
regard to its extent. 



4* Masters of vessels being equally enfided with SeameQ, 
to the benevolent p]rovisions of the law^ it could not be consi* 
dered hardship, that they should contribute their proportion to 
the support of the institution. 

5. That mulattoes and free negroes, in case of disability or 
infirmity, being entitled to the benefits of the institution, are Isa- 
ble to the tax. 

6. That the Captains, Engineers, and firemen, and gener- 
ally all persons on board of Steam boats, whose duties are con** 
nected with their navigation, or perform services in the boats at- 
tached to them, ^nd receive wages, are liable to the tspc. 

7. That as the law directs that' the tax shall be retained ^cui 
of Vie wages of Hit SeamcTi^^ and slaves and apprentices re* 
ceive no wages, they are not liable to the tax, and consequent* 
ly, in case of sickness 6r disability, are not entitled to relief 
uoder the law. Respectfully,

An Act, allowing the duties on Foreign Merchandize, impor- 
ted into Pittsburgh, Wheeling, Cincinnati, Louumlle^ St. 
Louis, Ntishville, and Natchez, to be secured and paid at 
those places. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by Oie Senate and House of Represent 
tatives of the United States of America^ in Congress assem'^ 
bled^ That when any goods^ wares, or merchandize, are to be 
imported from ^ny foreign country into Pittsbui^h, in the State 
of Pennsylvania ; Wheeling, in the State of Virginia ; Cincin- 
nati, in the State of Ohio ; Louisville, in the State qf Ken* 
tucky; St. Louis, in the State of Missouri; Nashville, in the 
State of Tennessee ; or into Natchez^ in the State of Missis^ 
sippi ; the importer thereof shall deposit in the custody of the 
Surveyor the place, a schedule of the goods so intended to foe 
imported, with an estimate of th^ir cost at the place of expor- 
tation, whereupon the said Surveyor, shall make an estimate of 
the amount of duties accruing on the same, and the importer 
or consignee shall give bond,' with sufficient sureties, to be ap* 
proved by the Surveyor, in double the amount of the duties so 
estimated, conditioned for the payment of the duties on such 
merchandize, ascertained as hereinafter directed ; and the Sur- 
veyor shall forthwith notify the Collector at New Orleans of 
the same, by forwarding to him a copy of said bond and sche- 
dule» 
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See. 9. And be it further enaetedj That the importer or his 
agent, is hereby authorised to enter any merchandise, imported 
as aforesaid, by the way of New Orleans, at that port, in the 
manner now prescribed by the law ; and the Collector shall 
grant a permit for the landing thereof, and cause the duties to 
be ascertained as in other cases, the sadd goods remaining in 
the custody of the Collector until re-shipped for the place of 
destination ; and the Collector shall certify to ttie Surveyor, at 
such place the amount of such duties, which the said Surveyor 
shall enter on the maigin of the bond% as aforesaid, given to se- 
cure the same, which goods shall be delivered by the Collector 
to the agent of the importer, or consignee, duly authorised to 
receive the same, for shipment to the place of importation ; and 
the master or commander of every steam boat, or other vessel, 
in which such merchandise shall be transported, shall previous* 
ly to her departure from New Orleans, deliver to the Collector^ 
duplicate manifests of such merchandise : specifying the marks 
and numbers of every case, bag, box, chest, or package, con* 
taining the same, with the name and place of residence of eve- 
ry importer or consigiiee of such merchandize, and the quanti- 
ty shipped to each, to be by him subscribed, and to the truth of 
which he shall swear or affirm, and that the said goods have 
been received on board his vessel ; stating the name of the agent 
who shipped the same;^and the said Collector shall certify the 
facts, as aforesaid, on the manifests, one of which he shall re- 
turn to the master, with a permit thereto annexed, authorising 
him to proceed to the place of his destination* 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted^ That if any steam boat 
if other vessel, having merchandize on board, imported as 
aforesaid, shall depart from New Orleans without having com- 
plied with the provisions of this Act, the master thereof shall 
forfeit five hundred dollars; and the master of any such boat or 
vessel, arriving at either of the ports above named, on board of 
which merchandize, as aforesaid, shall have been shipped at 
New Orleans, shall, within eighteen^hours next after the arri- 
val, and previously to unloading any part of said merchandize, 
deliver to the Surveyor of such port, the manifests of the same, 
certified as aforesaid, by the Collector of New Orleans, and 
shall make oath or affirmation before the said Surveyor, that 
there w^s i^ot, when he departed from New Orleans, any more 
or other goods on board such boat or vessel, imported as afore- 
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0a]d) than is therein mentioned ; whereupon, the Surveyor shall 
cause the said casks, bags, boxes, chests, or packages, to be in- 
spected and compared wiUi the manifests ; and the same being 
identified, he shall grant- a permit for unloading the same, or 
such part thereof as the master shall request ; and when a part 
only of such merchandize is intended to be landed, the SuFvey- 
or shall make an endorsement on the back of the manifests, de- 
signating such part, specifying the articles to be landed, and 
shall return ihe manifests to the master, endorsing thereon his 
permission, to such boat or vessel, to proceed to the place of its 
destination ; and if the master of such steam boat or vessel, 
shall neglect or refuse to deliver the manifests, within the time 
herein directed, he shall forfeit one hundred dollars. 

Sec, 4. And be il further enacted^ That the Collector of the 
port of New Orleans shall peimit no entry to be made, of goods, 
wares, or merchandize, when the duty on the same shall ex- 
ceed the amount of the bond deposited with the Surveyor, as 
aforesaid ; nor shall the said Surveyor receive the bbnd of any 
person not entitled to a credit at the Custom House, nor for a 
sum less than fifty dollars, and that, when the said bond shall 
have been completed, and the actual amount of duty ascer- 
tained, and certified on the margin as aforesaid, it shall be the 
duty of the Surveyor of the port, where the bond is taken, to 
deposite the same for collection in such bank as may be direc- 
ted by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted^ That where Surveyors 
are not already appointed in any of the places mentioned in 
the first section of this Act, a suitable person shall b^ appoin- 
ted for such places ; and on all such Surveyors, whether app^p^ 
ted or to be appomted, shall devolve the duties prescribed by this 
Act, in addition to the customary duties to be performed by 
that oificer in other places; and the Surveyor at each of said 
places shall, before taking the oath of office, give security to 
the United States for the feithful performance of all his duties, 
in the sum of ten thousand dollars, and shall receive in addi- 
tion to his custom?.ry fees, an annual salary of three hundred 
and fifty dollars: Provided^ That no salary arlsingunder this 
Act shall commence, untJS its provisions shall take effect, and 
merchandize may be imported under its authority. 

8ec.6.Jindbeitfurthe^enactedy That all penalties and 
forfeitures incurred by force of this Act, sl^all be sued for, re- 
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covered^ dittiibuted, and accounted^for, in the manner prescri* 
bed by the Act, entitled ^^An Act to regulate the collection of 
duties on imports and tonnage,^' passed on the second day of 
March) one thousand seven hundred and ninety-nine, and may 
be mitigated or remitted in the manner prescribed by the Act, 
entitled ^^An Act to provide for mitigating or remitting the for* 
feitures, penalties, and disabilities, accruing in certain cases 
therein mentioned,^' passed on the third day of March, one 
thousand seven hundred and ninety-seven. 
Approved March 2, 1831. 

Louisiana Steam Boat Law. — ^The Governor of Louisiana 
approved on the 90th of March 1833, a law enacted by the 
Legislature of that State, which provides ^^ that all captains or 
commanders of steam boats navigating lakes, rivers, or 
bayous, within the jurisdiction of the State of Louisiana, 
shall, when running during the night, be compelled to hoist each 
two lights, both on the hurricane deck, one forward and the 
other at the stem, which lights shall be kept up without in* 
termission throughout the night, under the penalty of five 
hundred dollars, for eveiy failure or neglect to comply with the 
provisions of this act, to be recovered of the captain or com* 
manding officer of such steam boat, before any court of com* 
petent jurisdiction, one half of which penalty shall be for the 
use ofthe informer, and the other half for the benefit of the 
state." 

Navigation of the Mississippi river and its tributa- 
RiES.^From a speech lecenUy delivered in the House of Rep- 
resentatives by the Hon. C* A. Wickliffeof Kentucky, 1832. 

It appears that the Western waters are traversed by 230 
steam boats ; that 23 rivers are threaded by them ; that the ex* 
tent of their navigation is 8,440 miles, viz :— on the Mississip- 
pi river 2,250— Missouri 1,500— Ohio 1,060— Arkansas 800 
—Wabash 390— Tennessee300--Cumberiand 290— Allegha- 
ny 280— White river 250— Illinois 200— Yazoo 120— Green 
river 120 — and eleven other rivers 880. — The tonnage of 
these steam boats amounts to about 38,500 tons — the quanti-* 
ty of wood consumed by them annually, 880,000 cords — the 
aggregate cost of the boats, 3,300,000 dollars — the annual ex** 
pense of running them,including interest on the cost of the 
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boat% wear and tear, insurance, cost of wood consumed^ wages 
of the crews and subsistence of the crews and passengers^ 
5,906,000 dollars. Besides the steam boats there are 4000 
flat boats annually descend these rivers, which measure in the 
aggregate 160,000 tons. As the flat boats do not return, the 
annual loss on them amounts to 420,000 dollars— expense of 
loading and unloading and navigating them, 960,000 dollars, 
making the annual cost arising from flat boats 1,380,000 dol- 
lars. Total annual cost arising from fiat boats and steam 
boats 7,286,000 dollars — while the annual products of labor 
expended in and about them amount to about 26,000,000 dol« 
lars. It is estimated ; that these boats give constant employ* 
ment, during that portion of the year in which navigation is 
open, to 17,500 men, viz : — to mechanics and laborers engag* 
ed in building 20 new steam boats annually and repairing 
others, 1,700— -jn furnishing wood consumed by steam boats^ 
4,400-— crews of steam boats, 4,800 — in building 4,000 fiat 
boats annually, 2,000, in navigating these boats to New Or^ 
leans, 4,000. It is estimated that the navigation of these 
rivers sustains at least 90,000 of the population of the West« 

The navigation of tbe above named rivers is rendered ex« 
tremely hazardous in consequence of the snags and sawyers, 
which are frequently found in them. To remove these, and 
for otherwise improving the navigation, Congres3 has, since 
1824, appropriated 400,000 dollars, 255,000 dollars of which 
have been expended under the act of 1824. * For a loug time 
the work of improvement went on slowly, but in 1827 the plan 
of operations was changed, and since that period, the annual 
loss occasioned by snags, sawyers, &c. has very much decreas- 
ed. From 1822 to 1827 the loss of property on the Ohio and 
Mississippi rivers, including steam boats, flat boats and their 
cargoes from snags, amounted to 1,362,500 dollars,-— loss iii 
the same items and from the same cause from 1827 to 1832, 
381,000 dollars.

This building was begun by the Mayor and Council, in 1829, 
^d finished s^ far as ordered, in the ensuing summer. It is 
situated at the squth western intersection of Walnut and 5th. 
Streets, extending a length 9f 94 feet on the former, by 43 feet 
oil the latter. Though yet short of its plan, it affords a hand«^ 
tome front of four stuccoed ooUumns. in the Roman Ionic or« 
der. This spacious and airy building| devoted to the most 
laudable purposes which morality, learning, and liberty aU 
combine tq consecrate, reflects immortal honor oh the benevo* 
lent policy of its founders. It is capable qf accommodating 
700 or. dQO pupils in the three deportments, into which it is 
41vid6d. The low^ or basement stor} 1^ appropriated to the 
Primary Department, iii which boys are taugljt the elements 
of an fing |sh ertupa,lSon, prepaiatofy tq their adkr^ission into the 
Grammar Depai^tmetit. The middle story called the Female 
Depaftment is approplrlatftd tqHhe education of girls pply, from 
the elements, to the bighBr studies of an English education, 
embracing mental and higher arithmetic, geography, jcnglish 
gtammer, chronology i^nd Mstto^y. The third and up^rmost 
itc»y is devotqd to the bi^er. branches of English as' iu the 
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FiemaleDepartinenty with the addition of geometry^ Algebra, 
jueasuratipn of planes and solids, including surveying, with a 
course of natural philosophy so far as the apparatus of:lh0 
institution will justify. This great municipal school. is . yet bui 
iaiperfectly furnished with apparatus, yet a nucleus, has been 
formed and no doubt exists, but it will be enlai^ed, as fast a$ 
the means of the school will admit. It at present posse^ the 
Lyceum aj>paratus of Mr. HoUbrook, and is well ^ppplied 
with maps and globes. . , GovemmenL It: is superintended by 
%bod|Sio!f. six trustees, annually appointed; bp tlie JMLaypc-axid 
Gomicil^ with the former officer as their Chairman exM>fficiQ; 
these appoint three sepqirate and independent prixuripals pwd 
out of the city treasury, one to^acb department, who are res- 
ponsible to the trustees and the . city' government with three 
assistants, one of whom officiates as a writing master in (tie 
middle and upper depaxtmients^ The.tenna of admiqiaon into 
this noble school house, are barely $1 per quarter in ibe^^iKfV 
department, and $1,50 per q^iarter in the two upper oneg, to 
be paid in advance, subject tobe remitted, whenever it is mer- 
it^ in the opinion of any tw9 of the trustees. The plan of 
the building mainly conforms to that of the admintbk High 
School in the city of New York : thougb laot to compare with 
it in the splendor of its fitting up, as few edifices of instruction 
ever wiil rival that instkution,,ih' the useCul elegance.of its lit-* 
erary decorations. The principle of • instruction through the 
institution, admits of mouitorial. assistance from .the -more Ml- 
vanced pupils in teaching the junior ones in their easier le^soos^ 
where thQ adult instructor cannot post-ibly comprehend the 
lesson w thin his own immediate attention. This instituttou 
generally instructs with some fluctuation 400 pupils annually. 
These would cost thek parents at private schools $12, $^, 
or $40 each, per annum, which would amount to $4^0, 
$8^000, or $16,000 per annum. They actually i»st thek 
parents at the Jiighest city fees $2,400, and they fcost. the city 
government $2,670, this added to the private fees would make 
an amount of $5,070 only. Jf we add the interest on thft 
in vestment in the house and lot, $10,000, and furniture 30Q, 
which at 6 per cent would amount to $612, it makes the toial 
annual expense of the city school equal to the sum o(,$5J5^f 
littte more than the private expense of the lowest elem^ts pf

It is 102 feet in length, 52 feet 
in; width, and about 34 feet in heighth— ^with three ranges of 
boxes, a pit, and saloon, and capable of holding about seven 
hundjred persons*

C IE TIES. 

CATHOLIC^HURCHES, 

The Catholic CHapel of St. Louis, situated on 5th near 
Walnut street, erected at a considerable expence, is yet 
unfini^ed. This building is ninety-five feet arid, including 
the recess for the altar, one hundred and fifteen feet long, 54 
feet wide— -has school-rooms in the basement story. There 
are to be buttresses extended along the sides df the Church, 
and the whole surmounted 'with minarets. The tower is to be 
carried up in brick, 20 to 25 feet higher than it now is, upon 
which is to be raised a frame tower, presenting the same ap* 
pearance in miniature. The exterior is to be eo^red with a 
handsome imitation of marble or granite, and an iroil railing 
to accord with the style of the church, is to be put up in front. 
When finished, this edifice will present a chaste specimen of 
Gothic style, highly ornamental to ourvcity. 

The interior is also as yet unfinished. The colonnade for 
the altar presents a very handsome appearance, and does much 
credit to the architect,, Mr. H. Roland. His plan embraces 
an additional colonnade in front of the recess, and when fin- 
ished, it will be inferior to few altars in this country. Some 
parts of the interior, which do not fully accord with the geneN 
al style of the building, are to be hereafter altered. 
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The building in the rear of tlie lot upon which the Church is 
built, is occupied by Ladies of the Order, denominated ^^Sis- 
ters of Charity,^' a Society so justly celebrated at Emmetsburg, 
in Md. ; Nazareth, in this State, and many other places in the 
Union, for their success in the education of young ladies. This 
school consists of from 50 to 60 scholars at present, and is rap- 
idly increasing. When their means will be sufficient, they 
will receive, clothe, educate, and support, a number or orphan 
children— to which purpose the profits pf this admirable insti- 
tution are devoted^

FIRST UNITARIAN CHURCH. 

The fi^t Unitari(^n Church furnishes the neatest and most 
chaste specimen of architecture in the city. It stfipds at the 
southeastern mter section ofFifth and Walnut streets, front^p 
ing in tlie latter. Its dimenslops are 75 feet.long, 46 wide^ 
aqd 36 high, above a basement story of 10 feet from the 
ground. The vestibule of the building is 15 feet^ high. The 
front of this handsome specimen of tlie art of building, pre« 
sents the style of the Grecian Doric with four columns support* 
ing a pediment frieze and entablature ; from the c^ptre of these, 
( rising 15 feet above, the apex ot the cornice,) springs a square 
tower, intended to support a belfry and spire. This building 
is receiving a coat of marbled stucco, which promises to place 
it in taste and beauty beyond any building in the city. The 
interior of 74 pews, will with the gs^llery accommodate 650 
persons. We owe this neat and besiiutiful temple, dedicated 
to the worship of the Living God only, to tlie libersJ spirit of a 
few gentlemen, who have supported the burden and the heat 
of the day. It was dedicated on the 27th of May, 1832, by 
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the Rev. Messrs. Paikmaaof Boston, and Walker of Chades^ 
ton, Massachusetts. The present pastor is the Rev. Geoige 
Chapman, of Massachusetts.

LOUISVILLE MARINE HOSPITAL. 

This beneficent institution was established by an act of the 
Legislature of Kentucky, in 1817, incorporating a body corpo- 
rate and politic for its erection, expressly for the relief of '^th'ose 
engaged in navigating the Ohio and Mississippi rivers,'' who, 
owing to the the fatigue and exposure incident to long voyages, 
become sick and languish at the town of Louisville." By 
two acts, one of 1821, $10,000, and by another in 1822, 
j^,500 were given to this institution for its buUding ; Thomas 
Frather gave five acres of ground, and Cuthhert Bullitt, two 
acres for the scite of the institution. The building is spacious, 
consisting of a centre edifice of three stories and two wings of 
two stories each. 

The Hospital is supported from- a 2 per cent auction duty, 
levied by act of Assenlbly, on all sales on auction in the 
county of Jefferson, except on articles of the growth and man- 
ufacture of the state.

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NEW HOTEL. 

There is being erecied on 'Main street, between 6th ^pA 7^f 
ao Edifice, winch of its kind will surpass in . elegance and »-> 
langement, any in our Western Country, and in extent will 
exceed most in the United States, covering a surface of near 
16,000 s^uaxe feet, being near 3UU0 feet greater than that of 
the Treuiont House in Boston. 

Of the plans presented the Building Committee of the Com« 
pany, and for the most approved of which a premium was 
<tfered, that proposed by Mr. Hugh Roland, Architect, of this 
City has been accepted, and under whose 'superintendence 
the strbcture is now progressing. 

The front, on Main street, 124 feet, is ornamented by a 
Colonnade of ten loriic Columns, projecting 10 feet from 'the 
body of the builduig and standing upon a Stylabate over the 
basement story, and will be finished, with an appropriate en* 
tablature on the established principles of Grecian Architecture. 

The windows in the front of the principal'siory extend to 
the floor, admitting passages to the Stylabate or flo(Hr of the For* 
tico, affording a pnnnenad^ to the whole front. 

Themam entrance to the principal story is in the centime of 
the Building, through the Portico by a flight of steps to the 
Front door, which opens into a passage to a Rotunda, 22 feet 
diameter, from which, passages lead in each oirection of the 
building, to the Bar, Baggage, and Receivuig Rx)oms, and ex- 
tensive Farlors. 

The entrance to the Wiitgd-^iie from passages, extending the 
whole length of the front builcling, in which, at each extremi- 
ty are situated spacious stair-cases, comm..unicating with the 
upper stories of the house, which are to contain a suitable 
iM40iber of Parlors, with Bed Chambers attached to them for 
^e accommodation of private families. 

The West Wing of the principal story contains a Dining 
It^oom 90 by 31 feet^ a small Parlor, Bed Chambers, China 
Closet, and 'staircases coiiimupicating with the Upper and 
Basement-stories, in which last are situated laige andspa- 
ious Kitchens^ Rpomsfor Servants, Shoe BiackV-, &c. 

The East Wing contains a private Dining Room, Parlors, 
and Bed Chambers for the keeper^s fandily and boarders. A 
stptfcasd qotqmuliicates with the Basement and Upper storiea 
fitai Mi Wing. 
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The basement story, in front, is divided into small ro^ms to 
be occupic^d as Shops or Offices, the entrance being level with 
the pavement; they also open in the rear to the area, extend* 
ingaloQ^the back of the front building, and each side of the 
Wings 170 by 38 feet! 

In the back are situated, Bathi ng Houses and every other 
convenience, which ipay be entered from the porches which 
surround the area. 



. BHANCH U. S. BANE. 
Thi? EdiQce which was commmenced )ast year, is now.n^^r- 
ly finished. It is situated on the North side of Main, between 
2d and 3d streets, and occupies a front of 60 feet. The 
main part of the building projects from the, wings occupying a 
froutof 3/ feet, And is two stories hi^h. The lower story cou^ 
tains a large and commodious Banking Room, Vaults, &c. 
The wings of the building arc also two stories high. The West 
wing contains an office and other apartments connected with 
the Bank. The East wing is appropriated to a hall and entrance 
to a suitable number of apartments over the Banking Room^ 
and to a back building appropriated as a dwelling. The front 
entrances to each wing are to be ornamented by handsome iron 
gates. The Whole structure is built of brick, except the Vaults 
and front of the main building, which are of stone. The most 
prominent feature of the whole, is a handsome Tetrastyle Ionic 
stone Portico projecting 8 feet in front of the principal eniraace 
to the banking room, and extending parallel with the front line 
nineteen feet. The proportions of this Portico are those Qf ;tho 
Temple of Bacchus at Teos, but differs materially in ihieforinpf 
its members. This structure^ when completed, will be no' in- 
considerable addition to the public improvements of our city, 
and will not only reflect much credit on the mechanical skliji 
of the various mechanics engaged in its erection, but remains 
another monument of the piiolic spirit, and extensive liberality 
of those who have the management of thewinstitution.
